•which credit li due the Lndlcn Auxil- 
iary of the Young Men'a Christian Aa- 
nvclatlon. 
president Kltpatrlck opened the ora- 
tory with fin nildfcea quttn out ot thu 
ordinary. Me epoko extemporaneously 
but earnestly and tbrcefully. He had 
tvofd» ot praise tor the Pennsylvania 
railroad, some tftendly criticisms tor 
the Baltimore ft Ohio, but In conclu- 
sion he conteased that tho latter was 
Conn-llsvllla's railroad and should re- 
ceive Connellsvllle's loyal support. In- 
cidentally, he announced that ho would 
decline to servo another term as Pres- 
ident ot the Chamber. 


Dr. O. W. Oallnjther's remarks were 
rather unusual. 
They wore devoted 


largely to the laudation of himself and 
other School Directors, nnd denunci- 
ation ot the presa for {laving had at 
any time the temerity to criticise his 
and their omclal notions. 


Aside from'these two Incidents the 
speechmaklng went oft with splendid 
effect. Toastmaster K. C. Hlgbee wus 
at his best. 
He announced, however, 
that his term as Permanent Toost- 
niaatur for the Chamber of Commerce 
was co-extensive with President 1OI- 
patrlok's tenure of office and Utat he 
•would retire In favor of another when 
Mr. Kilpatrlck withdrew. Time will 
only tell whether Connollsvlllo 
wilt 


have to develop a new toastmastor. 
The concensus of opinion among tho 
Chamber ot Commerce members was 
that Mr. Hlgbee has filled the bill with 
auch satisfaction there Is no need for 
a ehange.
